Sand- 
wiches, drinks and cigars were served 
by eight young women waitresses, who, 
when the dance began to become star- 
tling, screamed with embarrassment and 
fled from the hall. 

Vaudeville acts by performers from 
the theaters and summer gardens start- 
ed the program. But for the last act, 
“Fatima” tripped upon the stage, clad 
in an ulster. 

To Oriental music by the orchestra, 
she began a supple dance, after throw- 
ing off the ulster. As the doctors ‘ap- 
plauded her gyrations, she removed her 
clothing piece by piece, beginning with 
a blue dress and progressing until only 
the stockings remained. The cheers 
became vociferous, until one spectator 
arose and shouted: — 

“Tf you make so much noise the police 
will raid the place.”’ 

The dancer assumed a hundred pos- 
tures, ranging from the high kick to a 
reclining position on the floor. Finally, 
laughing, she called to one of the doc- 
tors, a man of venerable appearance, to 
come up on the stage and tdke off her 
garter. Amid laughter and cheers, he 
removed the article with a gallant air. 

One Spectator 17 Years Old. 

Among the waltresses were five-from 
a cafe in the Pierce Building, in charge 
of Miss Allie Palmer. The others were: 


“Marie Gleason, 17 years old; Josie Plank, 


Stella Hush and Katie Meyer. There 


were three other young girls from a 


restaurant in the Victoria Building. 

“It was horrible,” said Miss Palmer 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, Thurs- 
day. “That awful creature began 
taking off all her clothes, but before 
she got to the end, we girls ran out 
of the hall. Those doctors enjoyed 
the sight immensely, and we could 
hear them cheering after we left.”

Doctors attending the convention of 
the American Medical Association were 
teld Thursday afternoon that it was 
likely that several cases of leprosy ex- 
isted in St. Louis.

Loss by Storm Is Heavy. 

The two convicts injured by flying de- 
bris from the roofs of the wrecked 
buildings are not seriously hurt, al- 
though both had a narrow escape. The 
damage to the State’s property will be 
more than $35,000 while that to property 
belonging to the «ontractors and stored 
in the factory buildings, which were 
wrecked, will be even greater. 

James Houchin of the Star Clothing 
Co., which employs more than 600 men, 
is the heaviest. loser. A large stock 
of material was ruined by water. 

The Sullivan Saddletree factory, an- 
other large concern which operates in 
the penitentiary, was set on fire, but 
this was discovered and extinguished 
before heavy damage resulted, A force 
ef 2% convicts worked until early this 
morning in cleaning up wreckage. 


Many of the cells. were flooded with 
water, but Warden Andrae says the 
discomfort among the inmates was not 
as great as might.be supposed. For a 
time the concrete over the roofs of 
the cells afforded pretection from the 
rain, but after a time the water began 
to pour into the cells. About midnight 
there came a lull in the rain. 

Trains All Are Delayed. 

The Missouri. Pacific .and Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas trains are laid out 
and may be for a day or two by seri- 
ous washouts along: their lines.

Chancellor Declares: Encycli- 
cal Menaces Germany’s 
Religious. Peace.

_ BERLIN, ;June 9.-Chancellor Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, replying to-an in- 
terpolation: in the’ Prussian Diet to- 
day, spoke with decided emphasis re- 
garding the recently. issued papal en- 
cyclical, which he construed as con- 
demnatory of . religious. reformers. 
The Chancellor said: 

“The papal “ency¢lical contains judg- 
ments about reformers and their re- 
formation and’ about the princes and 
the, people connected therewith, which 
must hurt the religious, national and 
moral ° feelings. This explains the 
profound emotion in wide circles, the 
effects’of which must eridanger re- 
ligious peace.--.---—--.= 

“Immediately after. the Latin text 
of the encyclical had’been received, I 
caused representation: to: be made to 
the Vatican by the German envoy, who 
expressed the expectation of Germany 
that the curia would find a way to 
remedy the damage caused by the is- 
suance of the encyclical. 

Sets Forth Germany’s Views. 

“The Vatican has’ not’ as yet replied, 
and therefore.J must refrain from fur- 
ther comment,, except that I reply to 
the ‘interpolation at this sfage so as to 
let the German’ people know the posi- 
tion of the Government, which has taken 
up the matter; and also to assure the 
House that the Government is deter- 
minéd to do everything to insure relig- 
fos peace in the land that can be 
done in the .national interests.” 

The encyclical, issued on the oecasion 
of the third centenary of the canonjza- 
tion of St. Charles Borromeo, extolled 
Borromeo as the oghampion of Cathol- 
icism against .ttre Protdstant Reforma- 


tion apd. declared -that. he. estaplished

ondelet. The curve is very sharp, 
being described by the engineers as 
a 12-degree curve. Superintendent 
Kensinger sdid that he had examined 


the ties and rails where the wreck |} 


occurrred and found them to be in 
first-class condition. He said the 
rails were fastened to the ties with 
square steel plates to make them 
doubly secure. 

Fast mail train No. 7 has been 
wrecked three times at Dead Man’s 
Curve. Two engineers and two fire- 
men have been killed in the wrecks, 
and many other persons have been 
injured. 

The curve is regarded by veteran 
railroad men as one of the danger 
points on the Iron Mountain line. 
The engineers of experience always 
approach it cautiously. 

Conductor Williams, who was not seri- 
ously hurt, sent out calls for help. Four 
fire engine companies of South St. Louis 
responded. A wrecking crew arrived in 
half an hour. 

ane wrecking crew jacked up the en- 
gine and removed the bodies of Engineer 
Douglas and Fireman Sheppard. They 
were sent to an undertaking establish- 
ment at 7915 South Broadway. 

T. M. Ingram, mail clerk, who was re- 
ported killed, turned up later at the 
scene of the wreck, uninjured. R. G. 
Adams, another mal! clerk, of 5965 High- 
land avenue, was unhurt. Adams and 
Ingram wer practically the only men on 
the train to escape injury. 

‘Tt all happened in a second,’’ said 
Adams to a Pest-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘We 
were busy in the mail car sorting out 
the mail. Suddenly the mail car left 
the tracx and seemed to be shooting 
through space. 

“Before we realized what was hap- 
pening the car crashed into the brick 
building. All the clerks except Adams 
and myself were thrown in a heap in 
the front end of the car, among the 
Gaebris. We broke the ‘windows and 
crawled out. We went to the nearest 
telephones and sent out calls for help.’’ 

When the engine leaped from. the 
track, it buried its nose in the earth. 
The tender, wrenched from its trucks, 
bumped into the engine and added its 
weight to the debris lying upon the 
engineer and firemen. 

The first mail car, in which Lasater 
was killed, shot against a brick build- 
ing belonging to the Miller Manufac- 
turing Co., and tore away a section 20 
feet square. Bricks four feet deep cov- 
ered the wreckage. The car then plunged 
into a stable ripping away one wall, 
killing a horse and smashing a wagon. 
Oats and corn poured from their bins 
upon the track. 

Mall Clerk Expected Accident. 

The matl clerks in the car directly 
behind the engine anticipated the 
wreck, says Oliver T. Mitchell, 3106 
Lawton avenue. Mitchell was at work 
f.. the end of the car farthest from the 
engine. 

“Before the car left the track," he 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, “I made 
a jump for the safety rod and caught 
it. But no sooner had I seized hold of 
the rod than one of the mal! boxes 
flying through the car struck me on the 
legs at the same time Phat some object 
hit me on the head. 

‘Y lost my hold on the rod and half 
dazed fell to the floor. As soon as I 
realized anything again I found that 
I was lying under a heap of mail 
boxes. Somebody removed the boxes 
from me and I got up. But I was 
still only half conscious and could 
scarcely grasp what was going on 
around me. 

Went Fast Around Curves. 

“I knew there was a wreck coming 
from the time we entered Carondelet 
Park. That train was swinging around 
curves at a rate which made it a cer- 
tainty. And I didn’t have any confi- 
dence in the engineer. I judged he 
was a new one, for when we were abbut 
to pull out he had come back te the 
car and asked, “What are the sup- 
plies ?’ 

“He asked the question so that he 
would know where to whistle. If he 
had not been a stranger to the route, 
he would not have had to ask it. 

“The way we left the lights behind 
at the curves worried me. Just be- 
fore the train left the tracks I looked 
down the car to see if the other eoten | 
had noticed anything.

Fireman Predicted 
He Would Come to 
Some Violent End 


OBERT PAUL SHEPPARD, 

b the fireman killed in the Ca- 

rondelet wreck, was 37 years 
old and for two years boarded at 
the home of Mrs. Harry R. Hart at 
2645 Accomac street. But once did 
he speak of his family, and that 
was last October. 

Sheppard told Mrs. Hart that he 
was One of an ill-fated family. He 
said his father was killed by 
an automobile, his mother was 
drewned, his brother was killed by 
a train and his sister was so badly 
injured in a runaway accident that 
she died. He was a survivor of the 
battleship Maine and predicted that 
he would meet a violent death. 











If I had jumpea a few seconds sooner, I 
could have raised my body out of the 
path of the flying objects beneath. 

“The Ivory avenue curve is one of the 
worst that we have to make. I guess 
when we left the tracks there the gas 
tank must have been torn loose from 
under the car. Anyhow, the connections 
were destroyed and we were in absolute 
darkness.

The wrecked train consisted of two 
mail cars and two baggage cars.

Ambulances frem the Missouri Pacific 
and city nospitals were sent to the 
iscene and conveyed the injured to the 
hespitals. Some were sent to the Mis- 
souri Pacific Hospital and others to the 
city hospital. 

A special mail train was made up in 
€t. Louis and dispatched to the seene 
of the wreck. About 100 sacks of mail 
were recovered and brought back to 
the Union Station to catch the first 
train eut.

Question of Figues. 
Secretary Saunders challenged the ac- 


curacy of the figures. He said the cen- 
sus bureau for the period between 1900 
and 195 showed that capital invested 
in manufacturing enterprises in St. 
Louis had increased $115,410,671 in that 
time, while the increase in Detroit was 
but $24,004,532. The increase in wage 
earners in St. Louis for the same 
period, Saunders.said, was 17,866, and 
compared with 10,506 in Detroit. 

“Secretary Saunders quotes figures, 
while I quoted percentages,’ said Troy. 
“T was not vouching for the accuracy 
of the figures, anc mentioned rhem tnct- 
dentally as one reason why we should 
have cheaper water rates in St. Louis. 
If Mr. Saunders’ figures were reduced to 
percentages, it probably would be found 
that they tallied closely with the sta- 
tistics as I quoted to Commissioner Ad- 
kins. 

“The figures were printed in St. Louis 
several months ago, and Secretary Saun- 
ders did not challenge their accuracy 
then.”’ 

Secretary Saunders said it was not 
fair to compare the growth of cities by 
percentages. 

Calls Percentages Unfair. 

“Tt can be shown by percentages that 
Oklahoma City is growing faster than 
St. Louis, and East St. Louls faster 
than New York,” said Saunders. ‘The 
smaller the city the better showing it 
makes by the percentage system of sta- 
tistics. 

“Any little new town that has $1000 
to pay a secretary to get out a folder 
can prove by percentages that it is 
growing faster than S8t. Louls, Chi- 
cago and New York. It is not doing 
St. Louis justice to compare it with 
Detroit on a percentage basis. De- 
troit is not in a class with St. Louis. 
Being much smaller it might make a 
better showing in a percentage table, 
but when the actual figures are given 
it will be seen that Detroit is very far 
behind St. Louis.”’

The suit is based 
cn half the value of furs, whale and 
narwhal teeth which Francke bought 
from natives in the Arctic upon ar- 
rangement with Dr. Cook that they 
should share them half and half.

Missouri Has Agreement. 

The Massachusetts and Pennsylvania 
taws prohibit such reciprocal agreements 
and so do several other states, but Mis- 
souri, for instance, has such agreements 
with a dozen states. 

Dr. Ravogli objected strongly to the 
reciprocating agreements, and, as ihe 
‘representatives of the two societies were 
unable to agree on this point, all nego- 
tiations were caHed off. Dr. Ravogli 
Says the chief reason for the rival so- 
ciety’s contention is that its members 
Want to be able to practice in summer 
resorts when they go away on their va- 
cations. 

Dr, Ravogli said that some of the 
“Southern States will license a physician 
who has had no medical education other 
than a three years’ course in some med- 
ical school, and that a preliminary high 
school or academic education is not de- 
manded. He asserts that inferior prac- 
titioners are turned out in great num- 
bers in this way. 

A four years’ course in high school, 
supplemented by four years’ academic 
education in a university and then 
a five years’ medical course is neces- 

gary to produce a competent physi- 
clan, according to Dr. Ravogli and 
his society. He contends that a Fed- 
eral law requiring that education be- 
fore a physician can be licensed is a 
necessity, and that, until then, his 
society will. not deal. any more with 
the American Confederation unless it 
chatiges its position in regard to re- 
cliprocating agreements.

Her husband, William, left Edwardsville 
a week ago for Kansas City. A letter 
that arrived Wednesday morning, after 
his wife was dead, was pushed under 
the door by the postman. It stated that 
he was living at 1211 McGee street, that 
he had dbtained a position and was go- 
ing to send for her. 

Tuesday night there were a number of 
callers at the home of Mrs. Atwcecod, and 
there was eating and drinking. Evi- 
dence of this was found in the form of 
beer and whisky bottles and sardine 
boxes on the kitchen table when the po- 
lice went to the house, 

From saloons in the neighborhood the 
names of men who had bought beer 
that night and carried it to the Atwood 
home were obtained. From another 
source it was learned that a woman also 
had been there. 

From Miss Ella Stillwell of 499 North 
Main street, it was learned that Mrs. 
Atwood was alive at midnight. Miss 
Stillwell, whose home is near that of 
Mrs. Atwood, heard her in the yard at 
that time laughirg ond talking te some 
one in the house. 

Probably Killed Outside. 

The orderly condition of the house in- 
Cicates that the woman was killed out- 
side. When the police went there, they 
found the front door slightly ajar and 
lamps burning on tables in two rooms 
and there were no signs of a struggle 
having taken place there. 

Frank Hopper, night engineer at the 
power house of .the Illinois Traction 
System, near the Atwood home, heard 
a woman scream about 11:30 o'clock 
Tuesday night. 

The woman seems to have been 
choked to death with such violence that 
her neck was broken. Bruises and dis- 
colorations on her face and bedy indi- 
cate that she was also beaten in a 
frenzied manner. 

The police are at sea as to the motive. 
Mrs. Atwood's pocketbook and jewelry 
were not disturbed. A theory held by 
some is that she followed a visitor out 
of the house and was attacked in the 
yarc.

NEW YORK, June 9.—The trust agree- 
ment made by Thomas F. Ryan five 
years ago, by which stock control of 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
with its assets of $475,000,000 are vested 
in Morgan J. O’Brien and George West- 
inghouse as_ trustees, expires next 
Wednesday. The 602 shares of stock of 
the Equitable which Mr. Ryan bought 
from James Hazen Hyde are owned by 
J. Pierpont Morgan, who acquired them 
last winter. After Mr. Ryan got stock 
control of the Equitable he sold some 
of the shares subject to the deed of 
trust, to the late E. H. Harriman, and 
when Mr. Morgan made his purchase 
u.@ bought from Mr. Ryan and Mrs. 
Harriman. 

Mr. Ryan paid Mr. Hyde $5000 a ehare. 
Mr. Harriman, it is understood, paid 
Mr. Ryan the same price, but when 
Mr. Morgan acquired them, it is said, 
he paid at the rate of $5000 a share, with 
interest added at 6 per cent annually, 
less the annual dividends the stock re- 
ceived from the Equitable’s earnings. 
In other words, Mr. Ryan, for parting 
with his stock, got his money back with 
6 per cent yearly added. 

The reason the two trustees have as 
yet taken no steps to end or continue 
the trusteeship is that J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan has very important plans of his 
own concerning the future of the 
Equitable and the two trustees do not 
wish to embarrass him by doing any- 
thing which might not harmonize with 
nis wishes, 

What Mr. Morgan’s plans are cannot 
be learned, but it is ascertained that 
he has advised- his partners by cable- 
gram that his plans must first be sub- 
mitted to Gov. Hughes and the State 
Insurance Department and their ap- 
proval obtained before anything definite 
i done. It is known that Mr. Morgan 
would like to make the Equitable Life 
actually a mutual company, but there 
are almost insurmountable legal obsta- 
cles in the way.

The plaintiffs in the receivership suit 


vllege that the affairs of the company 
have not been handled in a manner to 
fully protect their interests. They allege 
that the Mercantile Trust Co. got $1@',000 
more, on a supplemental contract; than 
it was entitled to for handling the af- 
fairs of the company, that Festus J. 
Wade got a $25,900 bonus for selling ihe 
Catlin tract, and thar W. Frank Carier, 
president of the Missouri-Linco'n, is also 
vice-president of the Mercantile. It is 
alleged that Carter received a salary of 
$10,000 a year from the Mercantile, and 
that he and his partnér, C. C. Collins, 
get $15,000 a year from the Missouri-Lin- 
colin. 
Accuses James F. Coyle, 

Carter gave out a statement in which 
he charges that James F. Coyle is re- 
sponsible for the receivership suit. Coyle 
was a former director of the Missouri- 
Lincoln. At the time of the failure he 
owed the company $34,000, secured by 
Missouri-Lincoln stock. 

He filed an injunction suit against the 
company to restrain it from enforcing 
collection on the note. Blevins & Jami- 
son, according to Carter, are attorneys 
for both Coyle and the plaintiffs in the 
suit. He says that Coyle voted the 
stock of the Kochs and Adele Stroud at 
the last stockholders’ meeting. 

Carter says that every act of the Mer- 
cantile Trust in connection with the af- 
fairs of the Missouri-Lincoln has had 
the full approval of the Missouri-Lin- 
coln directors. 

An effort was made Thursday to ob- 
tat a statement from Coyle at his of- 
fice, but he had gone to University 
City for the day. He could not be lo- 
cated there Thursday. 

The bonus said to have been paid to 
Wade is explained by Carter as a com- 
mission paid to the Mercantile Trust Co. 
for selling the Catlin tract. By the terms 
of the sale, he says, the Missouri-Lin- 
coln profited to the extent of more 
than $135,000. The commission on the 
sale, according to Carter, was paid by 
the purchasing syndicate, and not by 
the Missouri-Lincoln. 7 

Lost $2,500,000 in Faltlure. 

The Missouri-Lincoly stockholders lost 
approximately $2,500,000 by the faflure 
of the company. 

The Missouri-Linceln had a capital of 
$3,000,000 and a surplus of $1,000,000. There 
was considerable dissatisfaction among 
etockholders at the time of the failure, 
and threats of suits and prosecutions 
were made. The panic, which broke 2 
few months later, prevented any action 
being taken by the dissatisfied stock- 
holders at that time.

NEW YORK, June 9.—A course of lec- 
tures on agriculture delivered in the 
Tombs prison is being tried and is pro- 
nounced a decided success by the prison 
authorities. All the prisoners in the 
institution have now. heard the first 
lecture of the series and were much in- 
terested in it.

E. Manchester, a practical farmer of 
Winsted, Conn. He pointed the way for 
those who wish to turn from their old 
ways and go ‘“‘back to the soil” after 
their release. ' 

Not long ago the Rev. Charles P.

Mission, a regular visitor at the Tombs, 
decided that he could interest the pris- 
oners in technical lectures.

The $1,000,000 that has been given by 
John D. Rockefeller for the eradica- 


tion of the hookworm in the South will 
reclaim and rejuvenite 2,000,000 poor 
whites in the South and make good, en- 
ergetic citizens of them, according to 
C. W. Stiles, professor of zoology in the 
United States Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service, the leading authority 
on the hookworm in the United States. 

He spoke on the subject Thursday 
before the Section of Public Health 
of the American Medical Associatian 
at Knights of Columbus Hall, Olive 
street and Grand avenue. 

In. the present dearth of labor in 
the South, he says, the economic value 
of the results to be achieved by the 
Rockefeller donation cannot be es- 
timated. It wil] mean a new South. 
Discovered Cause of Disease. 

Prof. Stiles discovered the cause, the 
remedy and the preventative for the 
hookworm disease. The cause, he says, 
is unsanitary conditions and.the custom 
of the poor whites and the negroes go- 
ing barefooted, infection taking place 
through the feet. It is infectious, but 
not contagious. The cure is a simple 
treatment by drugs. Prof. Stiles says 
the victims can be cured for 8 cents 
apiece. The way to prevent it is to edu- 
cate the poor people of the South along 
lines of sanitation. 

The. “lazy” disease, he says, is very 
widespread. In some schools he has 
found 40 to 9 per cent of the children 
suffering from it. While they are vic. 
tims of the disease efforts to educate 
them are almost useless. 

Negroes are the chief distributors of 
the disease. They are not affected as 
severely by it as the white people are. 

It is now known, “16 professor says, 
that the condition known as cotton mill 
anemia, for which the cotton mills were 
formerly blamed, is due instead to the 
hookworm. 

Te Become Thrifty Men. 

The economic effects have been far- 

reaching, he says. The poor whites 
have been kept poor because, afflicted 
with the disease, they could mot com- 
pete with the negroes in agricultural 
pursuits. 
With the South fast becoming a manu- 
facturing center and epportunities 
opening up for the whites te improve 
their conditien by going into the mills 
and factories, Prof, Stiles thinks that 
they only need to be cured of the hook- 
worm disease to become as energetic/ 
and thrifty and successful as Northern 
whites. “

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MEXICAN ANCIENT 
ART SPECIMENS 
INSTALLED HERE 


Carving and Sculpture Work 
in Jade and Stone Are on 
Exhibition. 








Seventy-five specimens of ancient and 
prehistoric Central American and Mex- 
ican art have been installed in the 
archeological department of the Art 
Museum by the St. Louls branch of the 
Archeological Institute of America. One 
hundred and twenty-five more will reach 
St. Louis Friday. 

The specimens, which consist of carv- 
ings and sculpture work in jade and 
stone, and pottery showing a high de- 
velopment of ceramic art, were taken 
from volcanic lakes in Guatemala and 
other parts of Central America hitherto 
regarded as inaccessible. 

The expedition, under the leadership 
of Edgar L. Hewett, which brought 
back these specimens was the first con- 
ducted under the auspices of the St. 
Louis branch of the Archeological In- 
stitute of America. Filled with enthusi- 
asm at the success of the first ex- 
pedition, Prof. Hewett left St. Louis 
Thursday, after remaining here only 
one day to see the exhibit installed in 
the Art Museum, for Santa Fe, where 
he will organize another expedition to 
search for relics of ancient Aztec -art 
in New Mexico. 

Besides vases, bowls and dishes of 
many kinds, thought to have been used 
by prehistoric Americans for religious 
purposes, Prof. Hewett brought back 
with him many -photographs showing 
tremendous ruins in parts of Central 
America which, up to the time that his 
expedition penetrated the regions be- 
tween February and May of this year, 
had been unexplored. The swamps, for- 
ests, climatic conditions and supposed 
savagery of the people had deterred oth- 
er scientists. 

These photographs show monuments 
in stone 27 feet high, representing 
priests, sacred animals ind men high in 
the councils of prehistoric tribes, cor- 
responding, he thinks, to the medicine 
nen of North American Indians.

It appears that the agreement between the 
President and the railroad presidents went be- 
yond the withdrawal of the Government’s injunc- 
tion suit on the pledge of the railroads involved 
not to attempt to advanee rates until the pend- 
ing railroad bill is passed by Congress.

es 2 a phen s Gere /President’s message to Congress shows that the 


agreement related to legislation and to certain 
future action of the Government. The message 
urged Congress to pass at once with an emer- 
gency clause that section of,the bill which em- 


‘| powers the Interstate Commerce Commission to 


pass upon the reasonableness of rates before 
they go into effect. The President frankly stat- 
ed that a part of his understanding with the rail- 
road presidents was that he should expedite leg- 
islation looking to the supervision of new rate 
schedules by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. He asked Congress to co-operate with him 
to that end. 

The Post-Dispatch was inclined to approve the 
conference of the President with the railroad men 
as a possible means of averting by reasonable 
adjustment a long and costly struggle in the 
courts. With the understanding that the with- 
drawal of the suit was based merely upon a prom- 
ise of the railroads to rescind their alleged illegal 
agreement and not to put into effect the new 
pool rates, we were inclined to approve the re- 
sult. So far as these peaceful and desirable ends 
were accomplished the outcome was good. 

But the President’s message indicates that 
there was something more in the conclusion. 
How much more no One outside of the confer- 
ence can tell, because ft was secret. That is the 
unfortunate thing about such conferences. The 
public, whose interest is greatest in deals  be- 
tween its representatives and the agents of pri- 
vate interests, is ignorant of the details and of 
the terms of the agreements. But at least the 
President is using the combined vast influence 
of himself and the railroad interests to bring into 
shape congressional action as an important meas- 
ure affecting the. control of railroads. Whether 
there is in the agreement, in addition to the 
promise of congressional control, a pledge to shape 
the action of courts or commissioners remains to 
be seen. 

The President may be justified in refraining 
from using the courts to enforce laws in cases 
where the desired results may be obtained with- 
out prosecution. He may dismiss suits on ac- 
count of the repentance and reform pledges of of- 
fenders. But it is not within his constitutional 
power or prerogative to enter into agreements 
‘and to carry out bargains with regard to legis- 
lation by Congress or action by courts or com- 
missions. It is highly improper for him to agree 
with the agents of interests as to legislation af- 
fecting them; it is highly improper to urge such 
agreements as a means of controlling Congress 
or of attempting to shape congressional or court 
action in accordance with them. The President 
places himself in a false and dangerous position 
when he attempts to go beyond his constitution- 
al functions as an adviser of Congress and an 
enforcer of the laws. When he departs from 
his proper functions he becomes a would-be czar, 
a go-between or a beggar, and none of these roles 
is becoming to a president. 

There is no provision in the Constitution, nor 
is there any possibility of popular approval for 
government by presidential agreement, treaty or 
decree. 
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Considering the possibilities for delay, the dis- 
covery that the east pier of the Free Bridge .is 
18 inches out of line may be attributed to for- 
tuitous circumstance.

Congested Appeal Docket. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


If the members of the Bar Association were 
not in the habit of taking themselves so serious- 
ly one would think that the resolution recently 
offered at one of their meetings, proposing that 
the association make an investigation of the 
Court of Appeals to ascertain the cause for the 
congested condition of its docket, was but a bit 
of legal opera bouffe perpetrated by some of 
the younger members. However, they seemed to 
regard the matter with the gravity habitual with 
that august body. 

If the investigations are to be {n order, why 
not suggest to the Court of Appeals to investi- 
gate the Bar Association itself and purge the 
conscience of its members for the purpose of as- 
certaining to what extent the congested condi- 
tion of the Court of Appeals docket, and in fact 
the dockets of all of our appellate courts, is due 
to the number of cases appealed by the mem- 
bers of the Bar Association, not because they 
have meritorious causes for appeal, but cases 
that dre appealed for the purpose of defeating 
the ends of justice by long delays. A careful 
consideration of our reports will force one to 
the conclusion that 50 per cent of the appeals 
are without merit and for purposes of delay only. 
Yet all cases must be carefully considered by the 
appellate courts and it takes as much investiga- 
tfon on the part of the court to examine a 
case and find that it was fairly tried by the 
lower court and involves nothing but oft-reiter- 
ated propositions of law, as it does to consider 
eases that develop. a meritorious cause for ap- 
peal. 

The proper conception of the duty of a lawyer 
is for him to consider that it is his part fairly 
and impartially to aid the court in its effort*A0o 
regulate human differences and do justice be- 
tween man and man—his present conception of 
his duty is what leads me to denounce him as 
the real anarchist.

‘DR. COMBS TELLS. 
STUDENTS 10 LE 
LIKE ROOSEVELT 


Declares at Washington. U. 
Commencement Hunter Is 
Greatest Man on Earth. 





DR. W. H. WELCH SPEAKS 





1175 Graduates Get Degrees 
From Chancellor 
Houston. 





Delivering the commencement day ad- 
dress at Washington University Thurs- 
day, the Rev. Dr. George Hamilton 
Combs of Kansas City, 
eulogy, held Theodore Roosevelt Aip to 
the 175 graduates as the one mian of all 
the men in the world after whom they 


should strive in the future to pattern} 


their lives. 

Not only didDr. Combs commend the 
life of Roosevelt as a man, but he- had 
unstinted praise as well for his policies. 
AConcerning Roosevelt as a man, Dr. 


Combs said: 


“At the magnificent pageant in Lon- 
don at the funeral of King Edward, 


where one emperor, seven kings, and 
many princes were, 
head and shoulders over them. He was 
the biggest man of all.”’ 

In referring to what Roosevelt stands 
for, Dr. Combs took up the subject of 
race suicide with the assertion: 

‘There is nothing I know more piti- 
able than a sterile mind, except a ster- 
ile woman. 

“Roosevelt Everlasting.” 

“T want to give you an example,”’ 
Lombs told the graduates, 
who has benefited by the past—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, ex-President of the 
United States, but everlasting presi- 
dent of the councils of men. 

“Although reared in the East, in his 
cradle days, the mantle and spirit of 
the West were thrown about him. He 
might have whitened his hands in the 
eifete society of Newport, but he pre- 
ferred to bronze them under the sun of 
Arizona. 

“He is the man unafraid. Bullets did 
not move him at San Juan Hill and the 
voices of the bosses in New York fell 
lightly on his ears. And, more than this, 
he was absolutely unafraid of the coils 
of red tape and tradition in the city of 
Washington. 

“There is no place here for the dil- 
lettante. Better is it to see a man go 
cown into the muck in politics than to 
see him poised on a mountain of his 
own conceit. He can pull himself up out 
of the muck, but he will never come 
down. from the mountain. Roosevelt has 
shown that by work a plain American 
May become greater than any king.’’ 

Dr. Welch Praises Washington U. 

Dr. William H. Welch, president of 
the American Medical Society, who fol- 
lowed Dr. Combs, said that he was 
amazed at the prospects which had been 
unfolded to him of future opportunities 
for medical education at Washington 
University. Dr. Welch said that the 
new Washington University medical 
school would be one of the greatest in 
the world if the present plans were 
carried out. 

Plans which had been made to hold 
the exercises on Francis field in a tent 
had to be abandoned on account of wet 
grounds. The exercises were held in 
the chapel.

Hundreds of mothers, fathers, broth- |’ 


ers and sisters of the graduates could 
not find room in the chapel. Chairs 
outside the doors were given them. 

Exercises Preceded by Procession. 

The exercises were preceded by a 
procession around the quadrangle, 
starting from the library building. Dean 
Snow headed the procession. Behind 
him walked Chancellor David F. Hous- 
ton, the Rev. W. C. Bitting and Robert 
S. Brookings, president. of the corpo- 
ration. Members of the corporation fol- 
lowed. 

The graduates in cap and gown fol- 
lowed the members of the corporation. 
Prof. Charles Galloway played a march 
on the organ as the procession re-en- 
tered the chapel and the graduates filed 
up to the seats in the front rows. 

The exercises were begun with a pray- 
er by the Rey. W. C. Bitting, followed 
by the addresses of the Rev. Mr. Combs 
and Dr. Welch. 

The dean of each department presented 
his graduates to Chancellor Houston, 
who conferred the degrees. The prize 
of $50 in the law. class for a thesis was 
awarded Sidney T. Able, while Aure- 
lius N. Wegner got the $50 alumni law 
prize.

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REPORT CAUSES 
LITTLE CHANGE 


Trade Figures Lessened Win- 
ter Yield Made Up by In- 
creased Acreage. 


Speculation in grain showed little ani- 
mation today. Prices drifted through 
only a fractional range and _ closed 
slightly above the preceding final fig- 
ures. 

The trade considered the Government 
report about a standoff. The winter 
crop figure of 80 was 2.1 per cent below 
last menth’s figure, but indicates a yield 
of about 406,000,000 bu, or only 11,000,0000 
bu less than last year. 

On the other hand, spring wheat, with 
the good percentage of 92.8, is heiped 
with an increased acreage of 1,340,000, 
suggesting a crop of spring wheat of 
$20,000,000 bu, or 14,000,00 bu more than 
that of last year. This gives a total 
crop of 726,000,000 bu, against 700,000,000 a 
year ago. 
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Cables reported prices abroad affect- 
ed by bearish domestic advices, but 
firm at the decline. Argentine weather 
is too dry and Indian farmers’ deliv- 
eries, in spite of rains and official ad- 
vices of a good wheat crop, are small. 
Growers are holding firmly. 

Liverpool cables closed %d higher on 
July wheat and %d higher on Sept. 
Berlin wheat closed \%c down, Budapest 
lc higher and Antwerp %c higher. 

The Price Current says: “Winter 
wheat in certral regions is suffering 
from some damage by fly and joint 
worms, but not to an enormous extent. 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Nebraska and Texas 
conaitions show improvement. Spring 
wheat condition is very favorable and 
improved by light rains. Corn is re- 
tarded by cold weather. The more early 
planted is rotting in the ground, necessi- 
tating replanting. Late planted has a 
good stand, Oats condition is good, but 
slow growth is reported. Warm weather 
is needed to improve conditions. 

Minneapolis cars of wheat today were 
159; last week, 113; last year, 119; two 
years ago, 160. Duluth cars were 44; last 
week, 14; last year, 6; two years ago, 29. 
Winnipeg cars were 8 against 61 a year 
age. 

Local receipts of wheat were 37,886 bu 
of which 394 were sacks; 2 cars local 
and 10 through. Last year receipts were 
26,000 bu of which 10 cars were local 
and 6 through. 

Chicago reported cash sales. since 
Wednesday’s close at 250,000 bu and the 
trade asserts that there will be less 
than 2,000,000 bu of contract wheat there 
by July 1. Some talk of a squeeze of 
shorts in July is heard on this account, 
especially should wet weather and a de- 
layed harvest delay the movement of 
the new crop in the last half of July. 

John Inglis wired: ‘‘South from Terre 
Haute general condition poor, fields de- 
ceptive. Many look like 12 bu to acre 
when examined closely will fal] down 
to Sor 10 bu. Some good fields around 
Vincennes ahd Evansville, but average 
acreage falls down to 8 to 15 bu. Crop 
is late. Perfect filling will help out, 
but this is not assured yet.” 

The Northwestern Miller reported that 
the Minneapolis flour output for the 
week decreased 46,845 bbls, the total be- 
ing 224,325 bbls, against 271,170 bbis last 
week and 210,645 bbls in 19. The mills 
were closed Monday, which added to 
the decrease. Shipping directions in| 
Minneapolis are fair. No export inquiry. 

Minneapolis reported mills good buyers 
of cash wheat. North Dakota wheat 
flour sales were reported good. 

Minneapolis stocks of wheat decreased 
200,000 bu in five days. 

Clearances of wheat, none; of flour, 
9000 bbls, equivalent to 40,000 bu. 

The local cash market was lower in 
the face of a poor demand and liberal 
offerings. 

Trade in corn showed the buyers 
mixed over the outlook, an early selling 
movement being followed by a strong 
rally and a slightly higher close.

Southerner Ended Memphis’ 
Entity as Municipality to 
Prevent Looting. 








WAS MADE RECEIVER 





Although Plan Was Scoffed 
at, He Retrieved Commun- 
ity From Huge Debt. 





The body of Col. Minor Meriwether, 
receiver of the City of Memphis, one 
of the most picturesque figures of the 
days. of the _ reconstruction, was 
buried Wednesday afternoon in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery. The funeral was 
from the Confederate veteran's late 
residence, 3716 Delmar boulevard. 

Col. Meriwether was a soldier, en- 
gineer and lawyer, but it was in the 
unique position of receiver of Mem- 
phis that he earned a niche in the 
history of municipalities. There have 
been other receivers for cities since 
1870, but Col. Meriwether was the 
originator of the scheme and the one 
who brought “the wild dream” to 
a successful termination. 

Col. Meriwethers plan for a re- 


ceiver for Memphis was suggested 


by him as a stroke of strategy to 
deliver the city from the hands of 
the “carpet baggers.” 

“Carpet Baggers” Gain Control. 

After the Civil War, the white popu- 
lation of Memphis, which had been in 
sympathy with the Confederate cause, 
was disfranchised and the municipality 
turned over to the ‘“‘carpet-baggers’”’ 
and the negroes. Thousands of dollars 
in bonds were sold to pave streets 
that were never paved and to build 
parks that were never built. The ‘‘car- 
pet-baggers’ ”’ administration bonded the 
city for millions. The bonds might have 
been repudiated if they remained in the 
hands of the first purchasers, but they 
had been passed on to “innocent third 
parties.’’ When the city was retrieved 
there was a huge debt. Those who owned 
property saw it was in danger of con- 
fiscation. 

The bondholders had only to go into 
the Federal court and get a writ of 
mandamus to compel the tax officials 
to make a levy sufficient to pay the 
amount of~their bonds. The greatest 
legal talent of the South could devise no 
means to thwart the “innocent third 
party” bondholders. 


Scoffed at by Lawyers. 

At that time Col. Meriwether was not 
a lawyer, but he was a property owner. 
He was disgusted with the failure of 
lawyers to check the levies which were 
eating up his property. He began to 
search the law books for a way to stop 
it. 

When he thought he had found it, he 
called a mass meeting. When he unfold- 
ed his plan, the lawyers scoffed at him. 
Memphis dissolve and become a nonen- 
tity? Impossible! Memphis was there 
to stay. The only thing that could put 
it out of existence would be fire or 
floor, and even fire had not leveled it 
in the war. 

“But we can lose our official entity,”’ 
Col. Meriwether argued. ‘‘Let us have 
the Legislature take back our charter. 
There will then be no Memphis and no 
bonds to pay.’’

All Just Debts Paid, 
But Col. ‘Meriwether was not finished. 


He had studied and was admitted to 
the bar. He appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court and to the sur- 
prise and delight of Memphis that court 
held that the city was no longer in ex- 
istence. Whatever was left of it was in 
Meriwether’s charge. 

Col. Meriwether established himself 
in the City Hall and prepared to run 
the city his way. There was none to 
interfere. What was Memphis became 
the Taxing District of Tennessee, under 
the government of a commission ap- 
pointed by the -Governor. Meriwether 
had to do only with what had been 
Memphis. 

He organized a corps of collectors and 
sent them to collect the taxes that he 
judged should be collected. Anyone to 
whom the late city owed money came 
to Meriwether to collect the bill, 


Comvelled to Flee Pla 
When Meriwether deemed the bill 


just, he paid it out of the funds 
his collectors nad raised. But the 
holders of the “carpet bag” bonds 
took what he was willing to allow 
them. 

Many of them held off, waiting to 
see whether the city would not spring 
into existence again. But Memphis 
remained legally buried until a few 
years ago, when all claims having 
been satisfactorily adjusted, the Tax- 
ing District of Tennessee was recog- 
nized into the city of Memphis. 

Col. Meriwethér is survived by his 
son, Lee Meriwether, ana by his 
witow, Elizabeth Avery Meriwether. 
Col. Meriwether came to St. Louis 
from Memphis in 1880, having been 
forced to quit the city by a yellow 
fever epidemic, .
